Kccognition  of  American  composers 
through  a  widespread  performance  of 
thoir  music  will  bo  a  fcaturo  of  the 
National  Music  Week  on  May  C  to  12 
next.  This  phaso  of  the  celebration, 
which  has  always  been  an  cssontinl 
part  of  it,  is  boing  stressed  this  year 
moro  l-tenovor  boforo  by  the  Natibnul 
Music  Wl48c  Committee.  For  instance, 
in  ordo.  .j  assist  the  local  groups  in 
th^choice  of  nativo  compositions,  it 
is  compiling  a  list  of  ‘ 1  American  Music 
That  Americans  Should  know."  Tlint 
list  is  a  composite  one  and  is  based 
upon  opinions  collected  by  the  commit¬ 
tee  from  loading  musical  educators.  The 
list  may  bo  obtained  in  pamphlet  form 
upon  request  to  the  National  Music 
Week  Committee,  45  West  45th  St.,  New 
York  City. 

In  indicating  their  preferences  as 
to  tho  particular  works,  the  musical 
authorities  wero  asked  to  mention  num¬ 
bers  in  certain  classes  of  composition 
such  as  orchestral  numbers,  solo  instru¬ 
mental  compositions,  concert  songs,  op¬ 
eratic  excerpts,  choral  works  and  folk 
songs. 

This  bibliography  of  American  mu¬ 
sic  serves  a  double  purpose — as  a  list 
from  which  performers  may  select  num¬ 
bers  for  their  programs  and  as  one 
that  may  be  utilized  for  listening  pur¬ 
poses  in  music  apreciation  work  and  in 
the  music  memory  contest.  For  the 
latter  use,  the  list  includes  annotations 
as  to  whether  the  number  is  recorded 
for  the  phonograph  or  tho  reproducing 
piano — these  mechanical  aids  being 
invaluable  in  carrying  on  the  contest. 
Tho  Committee  will  also  endeavor  to 
supply,  on  request,  information  as  to 
where  explanatory  program  notes  on 
any  particular  one  of  the  compositions 
may  be  obtained.  Another  list  of  Am¬ 
erican  works  for  tlio  music  memory  con- 
tost  is  that  compiled  by  the  General 
Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs  and  to  be 
had,  from  its  music  chairman,  Mrs. 
Eugeno  B.  Lawrence,  Nowata,  Okla¬ 
homa. 

In  adition  to  a  concentration  upon 
tho  numbers  in  its  special  list,  the  .Com¬ 
mittee  is  suggesting1  that''  in'  certain 
towns  a  feature  of  the  Music  Week 
bo  programs  of  compositions  by  music¬ 
ians  of  that  community  or  of  that  sec¬ 
tion  or  state.  ■ 

A  special  field  of  AmbHcan  music 
being  explored  as  a  part  of  the  Music 
Week  is  that  of  our  nativo  church  mu¬ 
sic.  The  Committee  is  recommending 
that  services  bo  offered  by  tho  churches 
on  May  6,  the  opening  day  of  Music 
Week.  These  programs  aro  to  be  either 
by  individual  churches  or,  preferably, 
in  the  form  of  a  union  service.  For 
such  occasions  the  Committee  lins  issued 
an  annotated  list  of  "Hymns  Compos¬ 
ed  by  Americans,"  which  it  also  dis¬ 
tributes  upon  request.  Another  sug¬ 
gestion  made  by  tho  Committee  is  that 
each  church  utilize,  in  preparation  for 
Music  Week,  certain  of  the  unfamiliar 
but  beautiful  hymns  in  its  hymnal,  and 
that  a  summing  up  of  such  enlarging 
of  the  congregations’  repertoire  of 
hymns  be  made  at  some  service  during 
Music  Week. 

A  focusing  of  attention  upon  our 
own  national  songs  in  community  and 
homo  singing  is  also  to  be  a  feature 
of  the  coming  Music  Week.  For  this 
purpose,  a  compilation  of  such  songs 
has  already  been  made  jointly  by  a 
number  of  Community  song  leaders, 
composers  and  supervisors  of  school  mu¬ 
sic.  This  list  of  twenty  songs  is  given 
with  descriptive  notes  in  the  pamphlet, 
“ Stories  of  America’s  Songs,"  to  be 
obtained,  without  charge,  from  tho  Na¬ 
tional  Music  Week  Committee.  The 
Daughters  of  tho  American  Devolution 
is  one  of  the  national  organizations 
urging  that  its  local  groups  concentrate 
upon  these  songs  in  homo  and  group 
singing. 

Education  Gets  Less 
of  Mo.

The  Pictures 

Maurice  Braun,  whose  painting  of 
"Norwalk  River",  is  shown  here  is  a' 
true  Californian.  He  is  keenly  sens!-  . 
tive  to  the  superlative  blues  and  greens 
of  liis  state’s  skies  and  hills,  to  the 
lasting  brilliance  of  its  sunshine.  His 
adaptability  is,  perhaps,  duo  to  the  fact 
that  lie  was  born  in  Hungary,  and  lienee 
his  visions  of  the  widely  diverse  part  of 
this  country  are  unclouded  by  a  birth¬ 
place  sentiment. 

Have  Popular  Appeal. 

John  F.  Carlson’s  paintings  have 
the  happy  characteristic  of  combining 
high  artistic  worth  with  genuine  popu¬ 
lar  appeal.

in  handling  color,  and  in  the  well-nigh 
lost  method  of  glazing.  This  method 
was  employed  by  the  old  masters,  and 
gives  a  beautiful  glow  to  color.  CaBer 
studied  under  Mario  do  Maria,  the 
greatest  Italian  tempera  painter  of  liis 
time.  I 

Jay  Connaway  who  painted  "Mossy  I 
Rocks”  is  one  of  tlio  younger  artists, 
slightly  under  30,  but  those  in  a  posi- 1 
tion  to  judge  him  one  of  the  most  prom- 1 
4sing  of  tho  younger  artists  today.  Ho  1 
lias  had  a  hard  struggle,  but  lias  not 
comercialized  bis  art.  I 

Irving  Couse  has  studied  tho  Amori- ! 
can  Indian  as  can  be  scon  by  his  paint¬ 
ing.  "Indian  Camp  at  Night."  Mr. 
Coubc’s  true  interpretations  of  mo'dorn 
life  among  this  primitive,  peaceful  race 
have  had  a  widespread  influence  upon 
a  public  accustomed  to  think  of  the 
rod  man  as  a  fierce  warrior  of  the  past 
or  the  pitiful  romnant  of  a  vanishing 
raco. 

Cluirle's  Warren  Eaton  Is  a  land¬ 
scape  painter.  Mr.  Warren  lias  pic¬ 
tured  tlio  beauticB  of  many  forests  and 
woods,  sunsets  scon  through  pine  groveB 
being  a  favorito  subject  with  him. 
"The  Twin  Pine"  is  tho  subject  of  his 
painting  in  the  collection  hero. 

Of  Impressionist  School 

One  of  tho  foremost  exponents  of  the 
Impressionist  School  of  Paris  is  Frod- 
oriok  Carl  Friosoke  whoso  paintings  of 
"Repose, ”  and  tho  "Girl  Sowing’^’  aro 
being  oxhibitod,  His  works  of  art  aro 
docorativo  in  typo,  and,  if  studiod,  thoir 
forms  bocomo  brilliant  detached  spots 
of  color.  Ho  is  keenly  intorostod  in 
painting  brilliant  sunsMno  and  its  of- 
focts  upon  green  folingo  and  bright 
ilowors,  although  ho  doos  not  paint  tho  - 
latter  in  detailed  form,  but  inoroly  ns 
splashes  of  color  in  light. 

Maurice  Fromkos  was  born  in  Rus¬ 
sia  in  1872,  but  as  an  artist  he  belongs 
wholly  to  America,  for  ho  received  his 
art  education  at  the  National  Academy 
of  Design  under  Ward  and  Low,  Two 
of  his  paintings  are  in  permanent  col¬ 
lections  in>  New  Orleans,  at  the  Delgado 
Museum  -and  Newcomb  College.  His 
"Peonies"  is  included  in  the  collection

of  individuals  and  portraits  of  typos. 
Many  of  liis  subjects  aro  not  comely, 
•and  their  seamed  faces  nnd  gnarled 
hands  speak  mutely  of  long  lives  of 
bard  labor. 

Fond  of  Winter  Subjects 

"Cascade,"  shows  that  its  artist, 
Aldro  T.  Hibbard,  is.  particularly  fond 
of  winter  subjects  in  landscape.  He 
studied  under  Do  Camp,  Major  and  Tnr- 
|  boll.  Ho  won  liis  first  award  in  1920, 
since  then  lie  lias  rtccivcd  several  other 
i  honors. 

William  S.  Horton  is  an  American 
nrtist  the  bolter  known  throughout 
Europe,  duo  to  bis  long  residence  there. 
Ho  studiod  in  Paris  at  the  Julian  Acad¬ 
emy  under  Laurens  and  lias  won  honors 
i  in  the  Paris  Salon.  The  French  govern¬ 
ment  owns  several  pieces  of  Mb  work. 
Mr.  Horton  is  a  unique  impresionist, 
chiefly  interested  in  the  poetic  and  re¬ 
flecting  aspects  of  landscape  and  the 


passing  show.  His  painting  of  the 
"Tho  Bowl  of  Flowers"  is  ono  display 
here. 

The  audicneo  that  looks  upon  the 
painting  'of  "Summer  in  the  Berk- 
shires,"  will  say  John  Buffington  im¬ 
provises  Ms  paintings  as  a  musician  im¬ 
proves  music.  He  is  altogether  an  in¬ 
spirational  painter,  his  endeavors  di¬ 
rected  almost  wholly  by  his  subconcious 
intuition.  He  will  begin  to  paint  land¬ 
scapes,  perhaps,  and  without  bis  volition, 
it  will  bo  metamorphosed  into  a  marine 
because  of  some  relationship  suggested 
by  a  certain  stretch  of  scenery.

River  and  harbor  scenes,  tlio  fishing 
schooners  of  Gloucester  docked  at  pic- 
turesquo  boat  landings,  nnd  the  quaint 
street  scones  of  that  delightful  summer 
art  colony  nre  tho  subjects  most  gen- 


J  orally  associated  to  tlio  nrtist  Ilnyloy 
Lever,  nnd  to  bo  noted  in  Ms  painting 
of  "Morning  in  .tlio  Harbor." 

Arthur  Mcltzcr  is  primarily  a  land¬ 
scape  painter,  who  works  both  indoors 
and  out.  Ho  produces  an  occasional 
still-life,  Many  of  Ms  works  lmvo  boon 
exhibited  in  various  stales  and  ho  has 
been  tlio  recipient  of  many  awards.  His 
painting  of  "Old  Bridge,  Winter,"  is 
in  tlio  collection  nt  tlio  College. 

"Sunny  Morning,"  painted  by  R.  E. 
Miller,  is  tile  best  known  in  the  col¬ 
lection.  This  piece  of  work  is  valued 
at  $2,000.  Mr.  Miller  acquired  most  of 
liis  education  in  art  at  Paris,  under 
Laurens  and  Constant,  and  wns  for 
many  years  a  prominent  figure  in  tlio 
American  Colony  there.  From  tlio  very 
out-set  liis  career  ling,  been  plienominnl- 
ly  u  success.  His  first  painting  wns 
exhibited  at  tlio  Paris  Salon,  receiving 
third  class  medal.  He  has  been  honored 
nt  tho  Tail  American  Exposition  at 
Buffalo,  the  St.  Louis  Exposition,  and 
in  many  ait  institutes.  Ho  has  paint¬ 
ings  in  Rome  and  in  tlio  privnte  col¬ 
lection  of  tlio  King  of  Italy. 

A  Poetic  Interpreter.  .

Gardner  Symons  is  a  painter  of  un¬ 
doubted  sinccrcty,  who  lives  in  the 
BorksMres  and  dorives  most  of  bis  mo¬ 
tifs  from  Ms  surroundings.  From  the 
Metropolitan  Museum  in  Now  York 
City  to  tho  Los  Angeles  Museum  in 
California,  there  is  linrdly  a  leading 
public  collection  which  docs  not  boast 
of  a  Robort  Reid  painting.  His  "Deer¬ 
field  River"  is  being  exhibited  lioro.
